35,000 Public'and Private Bills 


Introduced in Congress 


WASHINGTON, tec. 
23.—All rec- 


ords will bo broken when tho present 
houso of representatives scores a total 
-of approximately 35,000 public and pri- 
vate bills Introduced up to its close on 
March 4th next This is a leap of more 
than 7500 over the record established 
by the last congress, the sixtieth. These 
figures are exclusive 
of resolutions 


which so far in the three sessions of 
the present congress have numbered 
883 simple resolutions, 258 joint resolu- 
tions and 56 concurrent resolutions. 


Back in the earlier congresses there 


were comparatively 
fewer 
measures 


presented, but with tho extension of 
the sway of the flag to various Insular 
possessions and with the host of river 
and harbor and public buildings devel- 
opments with pet projects for a multi- 
tude of streams almost never before 
heard of, tho bulk of bills and resolu- 
tions has been increasing rapidly. In 
tho 54th 
congress 
10,000 bills Intro- 


duced outdistanced all other 
records. 


This was raised b ya thousand a little 
later and 
four years ago the two 


houses were flooded with 21,000 
bills. 


During the two preceding cessions of 
this; congress 37,264 bills were present' 
and up tp today the present session 
has, registered 3011. A flood of meas-- 
urea probably will b& Introduced In the 
few days following the reassembling bj 
congress on Jan. 5th and then the tide' 
will recede.

mobiles Throughout Country 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 
28.—The 
at- 


tempt to prepare and pass a federal 
license law for automobiles Is be!rt£ 
pushed In .tho house committee on In- 
terstate and foreign commerce, where 
a sub-committee has the preparation 
of .the proposed bill under considera- 
tion. 
But the difficulties are numer- 


ous and It is not at all certain that a 
bill can be framed that will stand the 
test of the. courts. 


One of the most active members of 


the sub-committee is Mr. Townsend of 
Michigan, who has 
been 
particularly 


interested in it on account of the im- 
portance of the automobile 
manufac- 


turingjjnduptry in.hia state. He finds 
the subject most'perplexing. 


"Tlie diflicully," says Mr. Townsend, 


"is to'flnd upon'what ground the fed- 
eral government can assume to regu- 
late the passage of motor ears from 
one state to another. 


"Our sub-committee realizes it' will 
be necessary to assume that an auto- 
mobile'going from one state to another 
is engaged 
in interstate 
commerce, 


whether carrying passengers for pay 
or not. And in fact we have found a. 
few court decisions to help us. There- 
fore, we have decided to go ahead and 
try to draw a bill. 


"But 
there are 
other 
difficulties.. 
There is the' question of the *potice 
power resting in a state to regulate the 
speed and road rights of vehicles. Al- 
though In our bill we must assume, to 
license th'e owner of a car to operate it 
in «ny state of the Union, we cannot 
protend to Interfere with the regula- 
tions of isuch a state. 
r 


"Coming- from a state where so many 


of the automobiles used in this country 


. 
are-made, I have a close personal In- 
terest In another feature of the meas- 
ure. This is as to the delivery of- cars 
upon their own wheels from one state 
to another. It Is a fact that a 'consid- 
erable number of the cars sqld are nol 
shipped by rail, but are driven to tho 
home of. the purchaser for delivery 
Now If such delivery should take a car 
across a state line it does not seem lo 
me to be just that the manufacturer 
should bo called ;upon to take out an 
annual H;ense just to cover the one 
trip. I am trying to secure a special 
license, feature to cover this. 


"As to the necessity for this legisla 


tlon there can tee no doubt. In 
fact 


each year, with the Increase, 
of 
the 


number of cars' in -use nnd trie con- 
stant addition to tho variety of use: 
to which they are put, the demand for 
a federal law Is becoming- practical!? 
Imperative. A striking Illustration can 
ho. found here In the District of Co- 
lumbia.

well, as was Navarro. The. passenger 
train, which was stopped last Thurs- 
day, ran at will between Madoro and 
1,3, Junta every day. Contluc.tor 'Web- 


ber brought It to within a mile of 
Junta, where the insurreetos stopped 
it. 
Webber then wanted to prooeec 
on foot to tho station to ask Navarre's 
permission to resume the trip to Chi- 
hunhua. This was denied him and on 
Sunday he tied up the train until the 
situation should work itself out.

GREAT BENEFITS FROM A PUBLIC 
MARKET 


Editor Sun: 


Dear Sir: I heartily approve of your editorial printed in Wed- 


nesday's Sun showing how the whole people can be benefited by a 
public market and the trolley express in bringing the farmer and 
the consumer closer together and cutting out the middleman's prof- 
its. 
Why not agitato this until wo set a public market.

A public market in Lowell to which the trolley express would bring 


eggs and other supplies fresh from the country every morning would be a 
great boon to the people of Lowell as well as to the farmers who have 
produce to sell. 


A public market for this very purpose is a real necessity, and it would 


aid not only the residents of Lowell but those of the suburban towns by 
encouraging the farming1 industry in the line of producing more poultry, 
more eggs, more hogs and more cattle.1 


The need of a public market even for the benefit of the farmers is' 


shown in the crowd of farmers that gathered on Green street in the early 
mornings during the summer and fall for the sale and exchange of products. 
At this morning levee between farmers and peddlers large quantities of farm 
produce are sold to be disposed of by the peddlers. 


If the produce were delivered directly to a public market located near 


Merrimack square it would lie purchased daily by customers who like to 
get things fresh. 


So firmly convinced of the 'need of a public market a.nd its success if 


located at a convenient point are some of our citizens that they feel it 
would be a paying investment for a number of men to unite in providing 
fcuch a market. 


One business man, speaking of this public necessity,'said: "In view of 


the very high prices of farm products and (he difficulty of getting them 
fresh at any price, I think there is a crying necessity for a public market. 
1 believe that, if ten or twelve, men formed a syndicate to provide such a 
market on Paige street they could make it a great financial success. 1 say 
Paige street because there is a track on that street over which the trolley 
express might deliver every kind of farm produce for disposal in the market.

ic and Private Bills 


in Congress 


WASHINGTON, I/eo. 23.—All rec- 


ords will be broken when the present 
house of representatives scores a total 
of approximately 35,000 public and pri- 
vate bills introduced up to Its close on 
March 4th next This is a leap of more 
than 7600 over the record established 
by the last congress, the sixtieth. These 
figures are exclusive of resolutions 
which so far In tho three sessions of 
the present congress have numbered 
883 simple resolutions, 258 joint resolu- 
tions and 56 concurrent resolutions. 


Back In the earlier congressea there 


were comparatively 
fewer 
measures 


presented, but with the extension of 
the sn-ay of tho flag to various insular 
possessions and with the host of river 
and harbor and public buildings devel- 
opments with pet projects for a multi- 
tude of streams almost 
never before 


heard of. the bulk of bills and resolu- 
tions has been increasing rapidly. In 
the 54th 
congress 
10,000 hills intro- 


duced outdistanced all other 
records. 


This -n-as raised-b ya thousand a little 
later and 
four years ago the two 


houses were flooded with 21,000 bills,

this congress 27,261 bills were present 
and up to today the present session 
has. registered 3011. A flood .of meas- 
ures probably will bo Introduced in the 
few days following the reassembling '.of 
congress on Jan. 6th and then the tide' 
will recede.

consciousness 


and managed to summon assistance. 
He was taken to his home and medical 
attendance summoned. It was found 
that he was painfully but not seriously 
injured. 


An alarm was given, but no trace of 
the robbers was found until the news 
came last evening of the arrest of 
Munsey, who Is believed to be a man 
who formerly worked for Hayward.

GREAT BENEFITS FROM A PUBLIC 
MARKET 


Editor Sun: 


Dear Sir: I henrtlly approve of your editorial printed in Wed- 


nesday's Sun showing how the whole people can be benefited by a 


"--public market and the trolley express in bringing the farmer and 


the consumer closer together and cutting out the middleman's prof- 
its. Why not agitato this until we get a public market.

A public market in Lowell to which the trolley express would bring 


eggs and other supplies fresh from the country every morning would be a 
great boon to the people of Lowell as well as to the farmers who have 
produce to sell. 


A public market, for this very purpose is a real necessity, and it would 


aid not orrty the residents of Lowell but those of the suburban towns by 
encouraging the farming industry in the line of producing more poultry, 
more eggs, more hogs and more cattle. 


The need of a public market even for the benefit of the farmers is 


shown in the c-rowd of farmers that gathered on Green street in the early 
mornings during the summer and fall for the sale nnd exchange of products. 
At this morning levee between farmers nnd peddlers large quantities of farm 
produce are sold to be disposed of by the peddlers. 


If the produce were delivered directly to a public market lo.cated.near 


Jlerrimack square it would be purchased daily by.customers who like to 
get things fresh. 


. 
So firmly convinced of the need of a public market and its success ie 


located at a convenient point are some of our citizens that they fool it 
jrould be a paying investment for a number of men to unite in providing 
such a market. . 


One business man, speaking of this public necessity, said: "In view of 


the very high prices of farm products and the difficulty of-getting them 
fresh at any price, I think there is a crying necessity for a public market. 
1 believe that if ten or twelve men formed a syndicate to provide such a 
market on Paige street (hey could make it a great, financial success. I say 
Paige street because there is a track on that street over which the trolley 
express might deliver every kind of farm produce for disposal in the market. 
"I presume," he said, "that the proposition to establish a public market in 
Lowell would be met with considerable opposition from the present market 
men. Every new ;md progressive step has to overcome such opposition. I 
remember when the old horse cars were to be abandoned for the electrics, 
there was vigorous opposition on the ground that a number of men would 
be thrown out of work by (ho change; hut today there are ten electric cars 
for every horse car then in use, nnd there are probably twenty men em- 
ployed in the street railway service for cvcryjono employed in the days of 
the horse car. So it would 1m with the market business. 
The present 


markets would not be seriously affected by the establishment of a public 
market. Wo are a growing cily, of over 100,000 people, and it is time 
we should drop our potty provincial ways. If one more large store were to 
ho established would that cause the olher big stores to go out of business? 
There is trade enough for all. So it is with the market business, nnd your 
notation for a public market now tlmt we can have n trolley express points 
to one of our most urgent public needs."
